And if fo, after the Thouſand years ſome prime Creature muſt 
be a Spcrior Cauſe of operation to the reſt, and that according 
to the WVature of each, and therefore to ar, that is, Intel- 
lectual, Volitruc, Aſectionate and Active, And whac Creature is 
this > Why may you not grant it to Chriſt, as well as to any 
other? Will you ſay with Ari/torle, Ir is the firſt or highelt 
Orb? That Orb then muſt be a Spirit : And what Spirit be- 
fore Cbrilt the Firſt and Laſt > If his Humanity ceaſe, ſhall 
Angels ceale too? Or ſhall they be advanced fo far above 
Chriſt as a Creature, as to Reign under God for ever when 
Chriſt is depoſed or extin& ?

What is it then that you would have ? Is ic that Chriſt 
as a Creature ſh1ll ceaſe? - Or that he thall have no power 
under the Deity? Who ſhall have it thea>2 Doth not Scrip- 
ture ſet him above Angels > Are they not his Miniſters ? 
What Creature ſhall be over Chriſt > To fay, There (hall 
be no Ronan, is to ſay, There ſhall be no God. To ſay, 
There ſhall be no Government under God as {econd Cauſes, is 
to ſay; There ſhall be no World. 

Obj. But why call yor it two Kingdoms ? 

Anſ. Becauſe Scripture and all Divines do ſo. The Kingdom 
is taken from the Jews, and given to another Nation. The King- 
doms of the World are become the Kingdoms of Chriſt] And many 
ſach Texts, ſpeak not of the Kingdom of endleſs glory. 

Obj. But after the Reſurreftion and Thouſand years there will 
be no Legiſlation, no Fudgment, no Execution z, therefore no King- 
Aom of Chriſt. 

Anſ. You may as well ſay, [. No Kingdom of God, ] for- you 
iafer that or nothing. Buta £Zaw is nothing but the nocification 
of the Rulers will to the Subjeft : And will not God make it our 
Duty to love and praiſe him? His face, yez and the face of Chriſt, 
will be a Law, or notification of our duty. Cannot God go- 
vern us by a perfet# Law of Nature and [nruition ? Shall we ſee 
God, and not know his Will ? Yea, have Anzels now ſo much 
work to do, rejoyce over men, and Saints ſhall judge the Warld, 
and ſhall we for ever have 9 work, of Obedience, Love, Foy Or 
Praiſe ? 

And there will be Executive Tudament of Rewards and P#- 
niſbments for ever. The Rebels will not be annihilated : Their 
Worm diech not. And it is Chriſt the Lamb that is ſaid to de- 
ftroy them, and to bleſs the juſt. Anil this as Believers 1: 
Chriſt or Vabelievers, 2 Thaſ. 1.6, 9, 10, 11, ic 
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It is the ſad Caſe of the Church, that even ſtudious Miniſters 
muſt have new Books written, to anſwer every doubt that 
2rileth to them, and cannot anſwer them themſelves. 

I conclude, that 1, Theſe meg teach the Mahometans to vi- 
life Chriſt's Kingdom, and conſequently the King himſelf, as if 
when the //nfu! Kingdom laſteth abour fix thouſan@& years, Chriſt's 
Glorious Sabbatical Kingdom (hall laſt but one, and then for ever 
be /pewed out with /oarhing as neither hot nor cold, but naked 
and miſerable. 

2. "That they tempt men to Paganiſm, and to take either 
the Sroicks Revolutions, or Ariſtotle's Eternity of the World as an 
Ecernal Body and Effte& of an Eternal Cauſe, to be better 
than the Goſpel. 

And did I expound [” Delivering »p the Kingdom ] as grofly 
as they; I would rather fall into Peter Sterry's way, that Chriſt 
hath three Natures, The Divine uniting it ſelf to the firſt and 
nobleſt Creatures and that prime Created Neture aſluming the 
Humanity, and ſo ex Ordine Natare as ſuperangelical, and ex Or- 
dine Libere Inſtitutionis, retaining the Hnmanity glorified by 
way of Reward, Ruling the World as the higheſt ſubordinate 
created Cauſe. I confels this would ſeem to accommodate us 
in expounding Heb. 1, Col. 2.&@c. and to reconcile the Ar- 
rians to the Orthodox, if not to reconcile us to Ariſtotle, and 
them that think it unlikely, that God who now delighteth 
in his Creatures, ſhould have none from and to eternity, but 
Himſelf? if Chriſt had a middle created ſuperangelical Na- 
cure from. But we muſt not make Doctrines to accom- 
modate us in our difhculties, eſpecially fach as the Church 
never commonly recerved. (Thongh I will not undertake to 
confure it.) But if I ſhould grant this Doctrine (chat the Di- 
vine Eternal Word, produced creatures in difterent Order, and 
produced the highelt creature {o as-to Unite it ſelf to it emi- 
nently as that by which he would make, or at leaſt operate 
on the Inferiour 3 and that this prime Creature at leaſt was 
God's Eternal Effect, and that this is either the Natura Aer 
zalis in Genere, comprehending that of Angeis and Men, or 
{ome higher Nature above both, and that the Word in this 
Neture united was it that appeared to 4brahan, Moſer, &c. and 
atter ro Redeem Man aſſumed the Soul and Bcdy of Man as a 
third Nature;by ſuch an Hypoſtatical Ulnion,as I have defcribed, 
CAP, 3" 
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cap, 3« In End of Controverſies.) I ſay, ſhould I grant them all 
this, I would never grant them againſt plain Scripture, thar 
Chriſt's third Nature there received, dieth or ceaſeth after 
the Thouſand years, or that he continuzth it Glorified to no 
uſe active or qbjeGive, and thac he will not fill be the Me- 
diator of Fruition. 

Nor ſhall I believe that we Men (no nor Angels ) ſhall 
have no Exiſtent Nature to Eternity, but what we had from 
Eternity in duration, 

Or if their laſt Argument would hold, that [ eternal, and 
everlaſting, and for ever and without End | in the Promite, did 
mean bur {_ a long time } as it doth oft in the Old Teſtament, 
I ſhould leave this long time as known only to God ( and all 
that ſhould follow; ) and not confine it, and all Chriſt's Hu- 
mane Reign in Glory, to a Thouſand years, upon fo uncon- 
cluding an Evidence, as one only obſcure Text, Rev, 20. which 
may clearly be proved to have no ſuch ſenſe.
